ence, and that is the peculiar interests of race. 
The history of the controversy with regard to 
the adoption of the League of Nations never can 
be understood unless there is bQrné’in ipind the 
part that our foreign bom citizens played in the 
final decision. 
They were in general opposed to 
the League, at least as proposed, and their vote 
went heavily against the Democratic f>arty and in 
favor of Mr. Harding. 
It was the sum of.these 
racial blocs, plus the large number of American 
born voters whp feared any departure from the 
traditional policy of the United States, that cul­ 
minated in the Republican “landslide.” 
More and more, during the past few years, have 
our more recently naturalized citizens been cast­ 
ing their vote on linos of racial 
solidarity, 
not 
alone in national but also in State and municipal 
elections. 
Mayor Hylan profited largely by this 
fact when re-elected to office with his huge ma­ 
jority a year ago. Both the Democratic and Re­ 
publican tickets in this State have been cast into 
final form during the past week with an eye to 
these considerations. And instead of this move­ 
ment toward disintegration of the body 
politic 
showing signs of disappearing, it has been steadily 
growing in volume and effectiveness.

present disintegration is, if anything, even
